The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant claims 
are novel and unobvious over the prior art of record. The novelty of the ansa-metallocene 
compounds of the formula 1 (claim 22) lies on the definition of the variable R 3 . The prior art 
does not teaches or discloses the variable R 3 which is defined as an alkyl radical which is 
branched in the a position and has from 4 to 40 carbon atoms. Further, the process of claim 1 1 
is novel and unobvious from the prior art as well as the intermediates involved in said process.
